Sir, 

1. I have the honour to submit the Twenty-ninth Report on 
Reformatory and Industrial Schools in Ireland. It deals with 
their working and management during the year 1S90. 

2. I became the head of this Department last antumn, and soon 
afterwards received the unwelcome news that Mr. Hoope, who had 
managed the Industrial School at Artane from its foundation, was 
about to retire from office. That event has since occurred, and as 
Artane is now the largest institution of its kind in Europe, and a 
model of organization, I propose, before noticing the Reformatory 
and Industrial Schools generally, to take a rapid glance at its 
history from the day it came into existence till it ceased to be 
governed by the man to whose administrative talent its success 
is mainly due. 


Artane Industrial School. 

3. This institution was founded to replace an Industrial School ^ 
at Inchicore, which was the first establishment of the kind for tr5 s”h°oi 
boys certified in Ireland under the Industrial Schools Act. The Boys 
Inchicore school was certified in May, 1869. It had, however, a 
very brief existence, for as it did not meet the requirements of 
the statute, the certificate was withdrawn in 1S70. A committee 
of noblemen and gentlemen was then formed, and fifty-six acres 
of land, held in fee, were purchased at Artane, close to Dublin, 
with a view of establishing an efficient Industrial School. It

was also decided to hand oyer its management to the Iri^ 
Christian Christian Brothers. This confraternity was founded in 1802 by 
Brothers. Edmund Ignatius Bice, with the aid and guidance of Dr. Hussey 
Bishop of Waterford, the friend and correspondent of Burke 
The Brotherhood follow a rule somewhat similar to that drawn 
up by the Abbe de la Salle of Eeims, in the seventeenth 
century, and devote themselves to the work of education 
In the autumn of 1S31, the Government of Lord Grey determined 
to construct a thoroughly efficient system of primary education 
for the benefit of the people of Ireland. The views of the ministers 
were embodied in a very famous letter written by the late Lord 
Derby, then Mr. Stanley, and Chief Secretary to the Lord lieu, 
tenant, which was published in the Dublin Gazette of December 
8th, 1831. They were received with general satisfaction by the 
Catholics, and one of the most influential members of the hierarchy, 
Dr. Doyle, Bishop of Kildare and Leiglilin, well known in contro- 
versial literature by his favourite signature, “ J. K. L.”, addressed a 
letter to his clergy iu which he insisted that the proposals of the 
Government, although not perhaps the very best which could he 
devised, were well suited to the circumstances of the country, 
The Christian Brothers seem to have shared in the general 
enthusiasm, for they placed several of their schools under the 
newly constituted Board of National Education. Unfortunately, 
after a little time they considered the restrictions imposed on 
them by the new system would be fatal to the religious object of 
their Institute, and they eventually severed their’ connection 
with it. Their action in this respect is a matter of abiding re- 
gret. Experience has shown that there is nothing inherent in the 
National system to preclude religious orders from conscientiously 
helping to work it. But in the history of every idea there is a 
period of confusion when conceptions and misconceptions are in 
conflict. Moreover, it should be remembered, at the time the 
Christian Brothers withdrew from connection with the Board, 
there was a spirit abroad which made it most difficult or even 
impossible for the Commissioners to meet their wishes to any 
appreciable extent. Deep sympathies and broad views were 
essentially foreign to a generation saturated with the philosophy 
of Bentham, and whose leading men denounced Idealism 
with a virulence suggesting personal injury, as Porson said of 
the attack on Christianity by the historian of the Decline and 
Fall. 

Certificate 4. When the Industrial Schools Act was passed the Christian 
Artarie l ° Brothers also showed some hesitation to undertake the manage- 
ment of schools certifled under it. But the difficulties or mis- 
understandings were happily soon got over, and when the certi- 
ficate was withdrawn from Inckieore, they agreed to take charge 
of the ne w school a.t Artane, selected Mr. Hoope as manager, and 
received their certificate on 9th July, 1870. 

Opening 5. The boys were then transferred from Inchieore, and wooden 
School. kuts were temporarily put up in the grounds at Artane pending 
the erection of permanent buildings. In 1870 96 boys were 
received there, hut in the very next year the average number of 
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inmates rose to 233, and Mr. Hoope had already made successful 
arrangements for the instruction of boys in joinery, farm carpen- 
tering machine and hand shoe making, tailoring, baking, smiths’ 
workT and coopering, 

6. In the year 1S72 the average number of inmates was 336. 

In 1873 it rose to 4-33. Eleven additional acres of land were then 
acquired, and some new industries introduced into the school. 

In 1S74 there was an average of 5S6 inmates, and in that year Pro S ras S of 
the Manager purchased forty-one adjoining acres of land. The tl8 
present parade ground was then drained and asphalted. From this 
time the school has been steadily progressing, and at length has 
attained its present unique position amongst Industrial Schools. 

It has been visited by strangers from all parts of the world, and 
there is a universal consensus of opinion that it is nowhere 
surpassed. There are now 800 hoys being trained within its walls. 

The buildings cover a superficial area of over two acres of land, 
and some £80,000 has been expended on them. In the workshops 
instruction is given in carpentering, engine-fitting, harness-making, 
painting, tailoring, weaving, hosiering, baking, &c.

9. The more advanced classes receive instruction in algebra, 
geometry, and shorthand. 

■ 10. From the time that Mr. Hoope undertook the management 
of this school very nearly 3,000 boys have passed through his 
hands. They are now settled in the world. Mr. Hoope can give 
the history of the vast majority of them, and he reports to me 
that almost all are doing well. It is not certainly too much to 
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say that were it not for the training of Artane, a very W, 
SuccBBsful proportion of these, instead of being as they are useful members 
Artane of society, and a credit to their country, would now be men 
Training, with lives blighted, perhaps many of them deprived of their 
liberty for crimes of various kinds, and bowed down by the weicrht 
of their own degradation, having as completely abandoned hope 
as the doomed spirits in Dante when they passed through tie 
gate of the Inferno. 

II. Besides the education, moral training, and discipline of 
Artane, one of the prime causes of its success was the practice 
of Mr. Hoope always to, put boys, if possible, to trades to which 
respectable relatives belonged. Ha then took the greatest pains to 
make them efficient workmen, and in due course apprenticed them 
if possible, to relatives. He found almost invariably that the 
relation of any boy was glad to receive him, or otherwise help to 
provide for him, and thus the lad was gradually restored to the 
Conditions position in life from which, by the death or misconduct of hia 
“uccexi™ parents, or other circumstances,he had fallen. The School of Artane 
is now firmly established, and its future is secure if those who 
govern it in time to come, while paying due attention to the 
wants of their own day, only adhere to the principles and tradi- 
tions which shaped the conduct of its first manager.'

It will he perceived that there wore 7 Reformatories and 
70 Industrial Schools in active operation at the close of the year. 


Reformatory Schools. 

12. At the commencement of the year 1890 there were 8 
Reformatory Schools in Ireland, containing 703 inmates. Three 
of these were Protestant establishments, and five were under 
Roman Catholic management. There were two Reformatory 
Schools for Protestant boys and one for girls; the Roman 
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Catholic Reformatories for boys were two in number, and for 
tdrls three. Owing to the persistent decrease in the number of Closing of 
committals, the Rehoboth-place Reformatory School in Dublin, 
which was founded in the year 1850 for Protestant boys, was tmjSmol. 
closed last August. Hence, on the 31st of December last, there 
were seven Reformatory Schools, having under detention 
744 persons, as against eight such schools, in which 763 
inmates were detained, in the beginning of the year. Two of 
these are for Protestant children, one being situated in Dublin 
for girls, and the other in Belfast for boys. The three Roman 
Catholic Reformatory Schools for girls, viz., High Park Refor- 
matory in Dublin, St. Joseph’s in Limerick, and Spark’s Lake, 
Monaghan, are all under the charge of the Huns of the Good 
Shepherd. I can confirm the satisfactory reports of my pre- 
decessors as to their management, and Spark's Lake maintains its 
reputation for successful dealing with very refractory cases. 

13. The two Roman Catholic schools for boys are at Philips- 
town, in the King’s County, and at Gleneree, in the Wicklow 
Hills. They are managed by the Oblate Fathers, a religious 
congregation which ought to be particularly well fitted to deal 
with criminals if it remains true to the spirit of its founder. 
Monseigneur do Mazenod, sometime Bishop of Marseilles, who 
died in 1S61. Had this remarkable man lived before the 
"Divina Oommedia ” was adumbrated, ho would surely have had 
his place in the “ Paradiso,” not indeed with Benedict or Bernard, 
hut perhaps in the company of those two of whom we road in 
the eleventh canto : — 

L’un fu tutto serafieo in ardore, 

L’altro per sapienza in terra fuo, 

Di cherubica luce uno splendore. 

His panegyric, however, has been composed by one of the 
greatest poets of our age, for the figure of Charles de Mazenod 
was present to the mind of Victor Hugo when he drew his 
famous picture of the ideal Christian bishop, and told how 
Monseigneur Myriel dealt with the crime and ingratitude, and 
touched the heart of the convict Valjean in the opening chapters 
of the Misdrables.

There were eight children transferred from one Reformatory 
to another; three from Rehoboth on its being closed. There 
were no girls transferred. 

The above table tells the same satisfactory story as similar 
tables published in former reports, and as so much evidence may 
be found in them of the good results of the training in Reforma- 
tory schools, I do not propose to discuss the subject at any 
length on the present occasion. In connection, however, with 
the work expected from these schools, I cannot pass over a matter 
Seniuncra of supreme importance. Juvenile criminals are sometimes 
on Juvemio committed to reformatories for so short a period that it is quite 
'nniim impossible for the Managers to do anything effective in the way of 
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reforming them. All persons, without exception, who have con- 
sidered the matter, and have practical experience, agree that 
sentences to a Reformatory should always be for the maximum 
limit of five years. This has been the invariable practice of 
the Police Magistrates of the city of Dublin.. Unfortunately, 
the sentences passed in other courts are not so uniform^ 
Country Magistrates, especially, seem often to forget that 
a five years sentence does not necessarily mean five years deten- 
tion in a Reformatory School. They ignore the feet that Managers 
have power to license after half the sentence has expired, and 
may at any time obtain a discharge if they can show that it is 
for the advantage of the young offender. All the Managers, 
Protestant and Catholic, Oblates and Nuns of the Good Shepherd, 
complain that short sentences cripple their means of placing the IU-dfecu 
young criminal at a distance from temptation, and in a way to, Mutates, 
earn a respectable livelihood. An illustration of short sentences 
is furnished by the history of Glencree. I have caused inquiry 
to be made into the career of every boy who has been admitted 
into the establishment since 1870, and I find that subsequent td 
discharge the percentages of re-convictions over the last 20 years 
are as follows : — " ■ . ]

and 40 per cent, of those who were discharged within a few 
months after admission found their way again into gaol. . Other 
Reformatory schools could tell a similar tale, and such facts should 
induce Magistrates and Judges to pause before inflicting what 
they consider a merciful sentence on juvenile offenders. 

Decrease of Jovekile Crime, . 

14. The subject of Reformatories leads naturally to the consi- 
deration of juvenile crime, and its steady decrease in Ireland .is 
one of the most hopeful signs of the times in which we live. 

15. The following tables will show, the sentences passed on 

juveniles in Ireland in the years 1S70 and 1890. It will be 
seen that the number of children convicted of crime has decreased 
by over 50 per cent, in the year 1890 as compared with 20 years 
before. "

16. During this period throe Reformatory Schools have been 
closed, and it will be seen there has been a persistent decrease 
of juvenile convictions from year to year, and that the number 
has fallen from 1,160 in 1880 to 744 in 1890, which is a fall of 
over 35 per cent. 

17. This diminution of juvenile crime cannot be accounted for 
altogether by the decrease of population. It is largely owing, 
in my opinion, to the work of the Reformatories. They have been 
the means of breaking up the societies of little pickpockets and 
burglars apprentices in our cities and towns ; and, as a result, 
the hardened young scoundrel who flourished half a century ago, 
and whose mode of action is so familiar to the readers of Oliver 
Twist, has become a rare specimen of humanity. In considering, 
however, the causes of the persistent annual decrease of juvenile 
crime, the action of the Industrial Schools must be taken chiefly 
into account. They wore instituted for the purpose of rescuing 
the street arab and other vagrant children from the snares of 
the tempter, and they have done their work so efficiently as to 
become now almost substitutes for Reformatories. 

Industrial Schools. 

18. The first Industrial School in the United Kingdom was 
founded in Abei'deen exactly fifty years since. This was, how- 
ever, merely a day-school, and children were not under legal uohV 
restraint. In 1854, an Act was passed for Scotland under which Ktosdom. 
certain children could be sent to an Industrial School. The main 
provisions of this legislation were extended to England some 

three year's later. Ireland owe3 her schools to an Act passed in 
the year 1868, when the late Lord Mayo was Chief Secretary to; 
the Lord Lieutenant. • Act - 
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General . 19. Previous to the passing of this Act, there was a genera]

Education the sons of small farmers and shopkeepers, in consequence of their 
e al 'ly years having been spent in purely literary work, or in 
End endeavouring to master the higher branches of arithmetic and 
srfiooi. mathematics, strove to escape from their fathers’ business and from 
all industrial pursuits. The girls of the same class were also 
educated as if they were all to be engaged exclusively in intellectual 
occupations. They did not know how to perform ordinary house- 
hold duties. They knew nothing of such important matters as" 
elementary cookery, were not handy with their needle, and earned 
for themselves a general character for untidiness. The National 
Board is not to blame for this, seeing that it lias made constant 
efforts to foster Industrial Training. It was the result of erroneous 
views on education held almost univei’sally fifty years since, and 
which, unfortunately, prevail largely still. The working of the 
Industrial Schools Act has done much to modify public opinion. 
But as Industrial Schools wore established for the purpose of 
rescuing children who were in danger of falling into the criminal 
classes, only a limited section of the population has been able to 
profit by them. N overtlieless, the great practical good they have 
accorapUshedhasmade a deep impression on themindofthecountry. 

. 20. Since their establishment up to 81st December last 19,073 
ehildi-en, 8,867 being hoys and 10,20G girls, have been trained 
in them, and the vast majority of these children have been a 
marked success in life. 

21. There are 59 Roman Catholic Schools and 11 Protestant. 
All the former have their full complement. 

' 22. As regards the' 11 Protestant Schools, some of them are 
very much below their certified number. This is especially the 
case in Cork, where there are two Schools for Protestant boys, 
namely, St. Nicholas’ and the Boys’ Home, Marble Hill. Both 
of these Institutions are in a most unsatisfactory condition; 
neither of them has ever reached its limit, and both have, for a 
considerable number of years, been much below it. I am decidedly 
of opinion these two Schools should he amalgamated, and in 
this view my predecessor, Dr. Plunkett O’Farrell, heartily concurs, 
It would he then possible for the Protestants of Cork to establish 
a really good Male Industrial School ; which might, perhaps, in 
time compete in excellence even with the Meath School for Pro- 
testant boys at Blackrock, Dublin. 

23. The following table shows the numbers of inmates in the

25. It will be observed that 318 hoys and 398 girls were put 
to employment or service, making a total of 716. Last year GIG 
were so placed ; the same number exactly went to sea and 
enlisted in both years. The total number who emigrated in 
18S9 was 87, and the number in 1890 was 73. But as the total 
discharges in 1890 exceeded those in 1880 by 126, it will he 
observed that the percentage of emigrants upon the whole number 
of discharges has considerably decreased. 

2G. I am glad to be able to state that the number of committals informal 
on insufficient grounds have diminished during the past year ; at •mmmiit&is. 
the same time they occur much too frequently. The grounds of 
committal under the Industrial Schools Act (Ireland), 18CS (31 
Tic., cap. 25), are clearly set forth in the circular sent to Magis- 
trates from time to time since the year 1S73. 

Notwithstanding this, many mistakes are made, and it be- 
comes my duty so often to return the Committal Order for 
amendment, that, in my opinion, as was suggested by the Royal 
Commission of 1882, one of the two Justices who must sign the 
Order, should, if possible, be a Resident Magistrate, and the Order 
itself should only he made upon evidence taken in open court 
and after a remand and inquiry by the police.

It will he seen that there has been a considerable decrease 
amounting to £1,390 10s. 2-^i., in the receipts during the past 
year over that for 1889. As regards the amount received from 
the Treasury there has been a saving of £826 Is.

Education. 

27. The subject of Education in Reformatory and Industrial 
Schools should of course bo conducted on the same principles 
r as guide the general education of tho country. The main 
object of all school training is to teach people to think. It 
cannot be said that a child is being properly educated who 
Sto'neiof ffleie ly l eams formulae by heart, or to repeat answers to difficult 
education, questions without the slightest notion of their meaning. To 
train the minds of children there is nothing better than to let 
them deal with a subject with which they arc conversant. An 
excellent illustration of this was given by the late I)r. W. K. 
Sullivan in liis evidence before tho Select Committee on Irish 
Industries in 1885. , He states that some years previously he 
had to visit some of tho primary schools of the country and 
report upon them, when he was a member of tho Royal Commis- 
sion of Inquiry into Primary Education. On one occasion he 
gave the children iirst a passage from Cardinal Newman, and 
then an extract from a book dealing with peat hog. The liter-ary 
passage was completely lost upon them, but they understood per- 
fectly the extract upon the subject of tho bog, although it was 
full of technical terms, botanical expressions, and hard names, 
because the object itself was all around, and it was a matter with 
which they were perfectly familiar. Only Within the last few 
days I have myself gone through an experience very, similar to 
that of Dr. Sullivan. 

ThM»e>Bou- 28. .The three essential subjects of primary education are, of 
tial subjects' course, reading, writing, and arithmetic. Of these reading, as far 
tiou. UM ' as boys’ schools are concerned, seems to me tho most unsatisfactory. 
B**diu&. To read, with correct taste and true expression is so rare, even 
‘under conditions implying a far higher degree of intellectual 
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culture than can bo expected from children in industrial schools, 
that we have no right to expect it from them. But it is not too 
much to require that any intelligent child should pay some sort 
of attention to the subject-matter about which he reads. Thrn 
is not always done. Boys when asked to explain what they had 
been reading about, sometimes gave the most ludicrous answers, 
plainly showing their teachers very rarely put them through 
this intellectual exercise. A fair proficiency has commonly been 1Vri ‘ in J. 
attained in writing, and the copy-books in use prove that 
teachers generally understand what an excellent discipline it is 
for a boy to bo obliged to keep his copy-book neat and clean. 

I am not sure, however, that too much importance may not 
sometimes bo attached to the penmanship in copy-books as 
compared with writing from dictation. Still I am hound to add, 
that in a general way the spelling of ordinary words is well 
taught. The attainments in arithmetic seem to me to be Arithmetic, 
exceedingly satisfactory. 

29. Speaking generally, then, as regards these Reformatory and 
Industrial Schools, I am disposed to think that, from a literary 
point of view, the education given in them is quite high enough. 

If it errs at all, perhaps it is in aiming at too much. At Artane, 
for instance, the more advanced classes are, as I have already stated, JJJjJJjjj? 
taught algebra, geometry, and shorthand, and many of the satisfuctorj-. 
boys have reached a certain proficiency in those branches of 
study. This is the principal school under this department 
which is not inspected by an official of the National Board. 

But 1 venture to say that, taking all things into consideration, 
it will compare fairly with almost any school of primary educa- 
tion in the kingdom. I am glad to be able to report equally 
favourably of the great majority of the other schools. Not, 
however, of all. A few were unsatisfactory, and especially one 
siouated in a southern county. 

SO. In this school there were boys of fourteen, fifteen, andSsm«sj- 
sixteen years of age, who after spending many years in the 
institution were presented for examination in the third and 
fourth class. This was in itself disgraceful, and was rendered 
more so by the fact that these boys failed badly even in such a 
low class. The arithmetic was particularly bad, and in the 
junior classes, although several boys brought out the answers 
to their sums correctly, they all reckoned on their fingers. 

Work done in this manner is almost entirely worthless, and 
indicates a wretched method of instouetion. Of course it would 
be impossible for me to avoid making a special report on tms 
school with a view of a withdrawal of the certificate, unless I 
bad reason to hope that very considerable changes are likely to 
be made, and drastic and far-reaching measures of reform soon 
carried out. 

31. There is one great deficiency in the boys’ Industrial schools Agriculture, 
of Ireland, and that is the almost total absence of instruction 
in agriculture. Nevertheless, agricultural education is a matter of 
life and death to Ireland. Farming is the chief occupation of the 

8 
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people and must remain so, although the economical pro- 
duction of such gases as hydrogen and oxide of carbon must 
increase the importance of tho gas engine, and possibly result 
in numerous small 'workshops being established able to compete 
with great factories. Moreover, it is an industry which can 
derive immense benefits from tho teaching of science. The 
farmere of the country have now obtained a substantial interest 
in their land, but they can only realize a very small part of the 
fruit of recent legislation without tho highest knowledge and 
skill. It is idle for the Irish agriculturist to look forward to 
Protection to save him from the competition of North America, 
to which will soon ho added that of two other continents. His 
only chance is to learn his business, not only practically but 
theoretically, to advance, and not look hack, and to sub- 
stitute a system more like kitchen-garden culture for the 
present rude tillage, which only embraces the cultivation of 
three or four plants. A certain percentage of these hoys are 
certain, to become in one form or another agriculturists, yet 
they have not the slightest idea how to carry on such industry. 
His Excellency the Lord Lieuteuant, during his recent visit to 
the south of Ireland, pointed out that Kerry, for instance, could 
produce spring vegetables at least a fortnight earlier than most 
English Shires, and he insisted on the facility winch the opening 
up of the county by Light Hallways would give vegetable 
growers to send their produce to the great markets of the 
kingdom. ■ If they are to do this, some special training will be 
necessary. 

32, In connection with this subject I cannot hut think that.it 
would be most advisable for at least one of the boys’ industrial 
schools to he devoted mainly to the training of agriculturalists. 
School at The school at TJpton would be specially suited for such work; the 
BpSiy biuildings are large and commodious, having cost about £20,000 to 
suited fur an erect them ; the situation is admirable ; there is a very large farm 
sfhool ltar ° l attached to the institution. The railway communication is such 
SL °° ‘ as to afford great facilities for the transaction of business at fairs 
and markets ; the distance from Cork is not great, and a model 
agricultural school could be established in which practical 
education in agriculture could he carried on to the highest 
extent without infringing on the supposed rights of workmen, 
and without even the suspicion of competing unfairly with any 
existing trade. 

AckerSau 33. It should he formed mainly on the lines of the u Ackerbau 
Sdralen,” of Germany. These schools impart to country lads high 
practical skill in agriculture, particularly in the use of improved 
implements and agricultural machines ; and endeavour to make 
them fit to manage small farms, to act as foremen, to makes 
and mend implements, &c. About one-third of the scholars 
time in such a school is devoted to theoretical subjects, and about 
two-thirds to practical working on the land, in the workshop, 
or in the farm offices. In the kingdom of Prussia there are as 
many as 32 of these schools for farming ; in the kingdom ot 
Wurtemberg there are 4; in Bavaria there are 8; and very many 
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more are scattered about the States of the empire. Similar 
institutions exist in France, and some of them are specially- 
deserving of notice, particularly one known as La Pilleti&re, in 
Sarthe, to -which is attached a farm as nearly as possible of 
the same size as that at Upton, and very similar as regards the 
quality of the land. The good done by these agricultural schools, 
especially in Germany, is hard to over-estimate. They are 
undoubtedly one of the main causes why the Germans are so 
successful as emigrants, and why the German race has estab- 
lished itself so firmly in America, and must surely in time to 
come exercise a commanding influence in shaping the destinies 
of the United States. The first agricultural school in Germany n*ti. 
was established in Prussia by the father of Frederick the Great “itmj 
at Konigshorst, in Brandenburg, about 170 years ago. It isalSlny 
another instance of the solid work done by that extraordinary 
man, who fills such a striking place in Prussian history between 
his noble and heroic grandfather, the Great Elector, and bis 
brilliant and unconquerable son. Doctor Berghaus, in his 
Landbuch der Mark Brandenburg, published in 1854, gives an 
aceount of the great results produced by this school, especially 
in butter-making. It Wft3 the first institution of its kind founded 
in Europe. The first agricultural school was not established in '' 
France till some forty years afterwards. It was founded at school in 
Rochette, near Melun, in the last years of the reign of Louis FnmM ' 
XV. 

34. This also produced great results in France ; hut it is not 
necessary to go to past history or to foreign countries to under- 
stand the importance of an agricultural school. The effect of 

the excellent training given in the Munster Dairy School is Dairy 
already beginning to affect tho whole system of butter-making So11001, 
in Ireland. Girls taught there are now spreading the improved 
system in Ulster and Connaught. If a school were established 
for hoys at Upton, in which lads could be taught thoroughly the 
knowledge of different kinds of soil, their reclamation and cultiva- 
tion, the manufacture and repairing of implements and machines, 
the laying out of manure pits,, the knowledge of seeds, the carry- 
ing out of simple farm accounts, the breeding of horses, cattle, 
sheep, and pigs ; the methods of rearing the calf, the quantity 
and quality of milk which should be given it, the cultivation of 
fruit, and, in short, all matters pertaining to the calling of an 
agriculturalist, an effect could not fail to be produced throughout 
the province of Munster which would in a quarter of a century 
change the face of every county in it. 

35. As regards the schools under Huns, the immense majority Fem«!« 
of them are in a thoroughly efficient state, and the Girls’ 00 u 
Schools for Protestants are also on the whole satisfactory. With 
respect to the three subjects of reading, writing, and arithmetic, 

I should Bay the average reading of girls is somewhat 
superior to that of boys; and as for fulfilling the object 
for which Industrial Schools were instituted, the records of 
, female schools are perhaps rather better than those of male. 

I find, for instance, that 382 girls have within the last 

S 2 
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twenty years left the school managed by the Nuns of the Good 
Shepherd, Sunday’s Well, Cork. Of these 368 have done well, six 
have been lost sight of, and only eight arc known to have turned 
out badly. Other institutions show similar records. 

I am glad to observe considerable activity in the way of intro- 
Lough raft ducing new industries into the female schools. The Manager of 
Hairy Loughrea School, for instance, some year or so ago, established a 
Bchool. Dairy Farm. It lias been a success. A competent person trained 
in the Munster Dairy School has been engaged by the Nuns to 
instruct the children, and there is every reason to hope that good 
results will follow. 


Farm for . 36. A more remarkable attempt to introduce a special industry 
poultry, * nbo jjk® country has been made at N ewto wnforbes. The Manager 
Nowtown- of this school established, in the month of April, 1890, a Farm for 
01 *• rearing Poultry on a considerable scale. Poultry houses and suit- 
able appliances and the best breeds were obtained. Notwith- 
standing some failures, which were to be expected at starting, 
the school has succeeded in bringing to perfection Brown Leg- 
horns, Black Minorcas, Houdans, Osysingtons, Light Brahams, 
Buff Cochins, Black Hamburgs, Cockerels, &c. The Manager 
deserves great credit for this most meritorious attempt to intro- 
duce into the country an improved method of rearing poultry. 
There can be no doubt that, if this industry were to spread and 
commend itself to the people, it would do much to promote the 
Instruction comfort of our agricultural population. In view of the itn- 
P orbance of poultry to small farmers and labourers, the French 
given in Government founded the Poole Pratique dAviculture. It was 
France. established on the 27th of February, 1888, at Gambais, in 
the Department of the Seino et Oise, with the object of 
showing the rural population how poultry should be bred and 
reared. There are no expensive appliances. Hundreds of 
chickens are hatched artificially, and the methods employed to 
feed them are such that they become fit for the table at four 
months old. This experiment is now attracting the attention of 
several European Governments, notably that of Prussia, and of 
some of the other Governments of the various Confederated 
States linked together by the Imperial Crown of Germany. Th® 
birds sold at Gambais realize a net profit of about one shilling 
* aD -d sixpence a head. In Ireland the profit would be larger, for 
our food supply is cheaper ; and it is certain that if our small 
agricultural holders were only taught the proper way of rearing, 
dressing, and sending their poultry to market, they would add 
very considerably indeed to their income. 

Wearing. 37. I wish also to call attention to another industry which 
mu's, *’ was started in the month of October last. Two members of tho 
Queens, community of St. Coleman’s Convent of Mercy, Queenstown, 
own ’ went for a month to Skibbereen, in order to study the weaving 
industry which is established there. On their return, looms 
• were erected and a weaving school built at a considerable 
cost. The girls are. now taught by a skilled instructor, whose 
v time is divided between Skibbereen and Queenstown. It « 


i 
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soon to offer any opinion as to the future of this industry. 
Undoubtedly the quality of work done is excellent, and should 
it prove a success, it will not only be a great benefit to the school, 
but will also give eraplojunent to the children of needy and 
destitute parents in the neighbourhood. 

SS. It must, h owever, be borne in mind that weaving has already 
been tried in several of the Industrial Schools in Ireland without 
profitable results other than those gained by the pupils in ■ 
acquiring mechanical knowledge and skill. If factories or mills 
were in existence as in England or the North of Ireland, where 
children who were taught weaving could^find employment, they 
would, of course, receive direct benefit ; but it is very doubtful 
whether hand-made cotton or woollen goods will ever he able to • 
compete in price with manufactured articles in the open market. 

39. In many of the schools lacemaking is taught. This is no 
doubt a desirable industry for grown girls who have a real taste mating, 
for it, especially in such localities as Eillamey, much frequented 

by tourists, where there is a great demand for lace in the summer. 

I do not think, however, that it is a suitable industry, generally 
speaking, for children in industrial schools. These children have 
so many things to acquire, that they cannot give the time and 
attention necessary to make fine Irish point lace, and it should 
never be forgotten that inferior lace made by hand is quite 
valueless, in consequence of the large quantities of the article 
manufactured by machinery throughout Europe. Household 
duties are what girls in an Industrial School ought to learn. 

Knitting, plain sewing, making and mending various articles of 
clothing, and a knowledge of cooking would be much more useful 
to them than lacemaking, and would make them useful servants, 
of which there is such a dearth in the country. 

40. While on this subject I would urge the managers of Prims im- 
female schools to consider, the possibility of having rooms C I ! Xid° f 
furnished with all the appliances necessary for domestic usage, dutiei being 
in which girls could he trained to discharge effectively the tM 8 h ‘- 
duties of servants. Ordinary school-rooms with the usual fittings 

are useless for this purpose. Girls should he accustomed to 
handle glass and china; taught to polish and keep clean highly 
finished steel grates and fire irons, to take up and clean , carpets, 
to fold curtains and linen, and to perform all duties connected 
with the kitchen, still-room, and pantry. They would, if so 
trained, he sure of occupation immediately on leaving school ; 
while girls who come out having passed successful examinations 
in the usual books, with even perhaps a smattering of French, 
sad who are experts in lacemaking, weaving, card painting, piano 
playing, may be exposed, while in search of employment, to all 
tbe dangers and temptations inseparable from want. 

41. The convent schools of this country are such models of 
cleanliness and .order that, if managers would only make a 
serious effort in the direction I suggest, they would double the 
Usefulness of the female industrial schools of Ireland, 
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"Special Class oe Industrial Schools.” 

42. Some Industrial Schools have been established for special 
purposes. The Piscatorial School at Baltimore, Co. Cork, was 
founded to teach hoys fishing, curing of fish, net-making, and all 
things pertaining to a fishorman's calling. The little village of 
Baltimore Baltimore is situated in the south-west corner of Ireland, in 
fob 1 ™] 8 s igh^ Cape Clear. In the early part of the 17th century 
° °“ ' there was already a fair fishing industry round that coast, hut 
during the Civil Wars, like most other branches of Irish trade, it 
was almost annihilated. 

Irirh Nevertheless it seoms strange that the Irish Pishing Industry 

Fabinj should bo in its present backward state, for Ireland possesses 
a coast which, taking into account the indentation of bays 
and estuaries, is over two thousand three hundred miles in 
length, so that few countries can command such an extent of 
ocean and shore. It is commonly said in explanation that the 
sea has no attraction for so-called Colts. This is one of those 
conventional views so welcome to the vulgar, seeing that it 
enables them to arrive at what seems a satisfactory conclusion 
without much knowledge or thought. It bears a strong likeness 
to the theories about the ten lost tribes of Israel which are some- 
times even still put forward to solve ethnological difficulties, and 
is equally unsupported by the evidence of history. The Celts were 
a people belonging to the southern European branch of the Ayran 
race. They formerly inhabited the Alpine countries and South 
Germany, then drove hack the Basques in France to the west and 
south, and crossed to the British Islands. It so happens that those 
of them who came to Ireland were the heroes of the legendary 
voyages said to have been undertaken in the twilight times of 
Irish history, which made a deep impression on the mind of 
Europe in the middle ages, and incited the mariners of the 
fifteenth century to set out on their perilous wanderings in 
quest of the secrets of the ocean. But the stories told of the 
mythical adventures of St. Brendan and other similar tales could 
only have sprung from the imagination of a people who knew 
and loved the sea. The population of Britanny is Celtic, and 
readers of French naval history do not require to be reminded 
of its sea-faring capacity. The name of Cape Breton, the Blands 
of St. Pierre and Miquelon, the discovery of the estuaiy of t e 
St. Lawrence by Jacques Cartier, the' traditions of the town ■: 
of St. Malo, not to mention the history of NewfoundJan 

and the Peace of Utrecht, recall facts totally inconsistent wit 

the assertion that there is something in the constitution o 
the Celt which unfits him to be a sailor. Hardihood, daring, 
presence of mind and activity, are the prime qualifications tor a 
seaman, and those who know the West Coast of Ireland, and nay 
seen how men in skiffs made of canvas and hoops will w* 
wild weather the waves of the Atlantic, can judge whet. 
Irishmen are deficient in these qualifications. _ , , 

The cause of the backward state of Irish fisheries mus . 
Bought elfseyyhere, It is due to the policy which 6P i 
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prevailed as regards all Irish industries, the story of which 
has been so succinctly told by Lord Dufferin in his excellent 
little volume on Irish emigration and the tenure of land in 
Ireland. To go into this matter would be too much of a 
digression from my special task. Suffice it to say, that in 
the year 1819 the Irish fishing industry had almost ceased to 
exist. In that year a new Fishery Board was appointed. The 
duties of this Board, which came to an end in 1830, were 
to construct and improve fishery harbours, and to grant 
bounties on the tonnage, cure, capture, and export of fish. 
The effect of its operations was marvellous. In the year 
1821 the number of vessels engaged in fishing was 4,489, 
and the number of men and boys who were partially or 
wholly employed in fishing was 21,442. When the Board’s 
operations ceased in 1830, there were 12,119 vessels engaged in 
sea fishing, and the number of men and boys wholly or partially 
employed in them was 64,741. As has been the case with 
many institutions iu Ireland, just as its operations began to hear 
fruit, its actions were paralysed and its existence came to an end. 

In the year 1844 the Irish Reproductive Loan Society of London 
offered a sum of £5,000 to the Board of Works as loans to fisher- 
men. The Board did not consider itself at liberty to administer 
the gift. In 1S46 they accepted an equal sum for erecting curing 
houses. Seven of these were built, and they not only provided 
a market for fishermen, but furnished technical workshops for 
the fishing population. Just at the moment when they promised 
to be most useful they were closed. This was in the disastrous 
year of 1S4S, when it would have been easy to create a fishing 
industry which in a short time would have required no help, 
and when a great nursery for fishermen existed in the population 
of the coast. 

In 1848 however Adam Smith still reigned supreme in the 
domain of economic science. In England no one challenged his 
fundamental ideas. But in that very year Bruno Hildebrand 
published his well-known hook. Die Hationaleconomie der 
Gegenwart und Zukunft. It dealt a deadly blow to the 
rationalistic method then in the ascendant. .Karl Knies followed, 
and after him Brentano, Held, SchmoEer, Nasse, Schceffle, RSsler, 
Adolf Wagner, and a host of others, who appEed to the economic 
system the method adopted by Savigny in the domain of jurispru- 
dence and created the German historical school of political economy. 
The leading idea of this school is to accentuate the moral element . 
in economic science, and it learnt from Hegel the great truth that 
the State is an ethical organism and not merely an institution 
for the preservation of order. This enunciation has now been car- 
ried forward into the pubHe throng of men, and in every country 
it has altered the notions hitherto common as to the functions, 
constitution, and nature of the State. The State is now looked 
upon as the organ of the nation for all ends which cannot he 
effected by voluntary effort. This idea has got firm possession 
of the mind of Europe and the result may he observed in the 
tendency of recent legislation both at home and abroad. It. 
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manifests itself among other ways in tho changed attitude o£ 
opinion, as to the wisdom of public authority assisting and super- 
vising efforts to develop the industrial resources of Ireland, and 
it finds expression in such institutions as Baltimore school. 
EitaliUih- Almost immediately after the passing of tho Industrial Schools 
Baltimore ^ was ar g e ^ Unit a school should be established somewhere 
in the South of Ireland, in which boys should bo taught seaman- 
ship and tho curing of fish, liinsalo would have been the natural 
place to have established such an institution, for the inhabitants 
of the district have always boon considered as tho best seamen 
on the southern coast, and tho place had railway communication 
with the City of Cork. Nothing, however, was done at Kinsale.and 
so things remained till the Rev. Charles Davis was appointed parish 
priest at Baltimore. IIo sot his hoart on establishing a Piscatory 
School in this village ; and mainly through his untiring energy 
tho present institution has come into existence. 

Ho was munificently assisted by His Grace the Duka of 
Norfolk, Baroness Burdett Coutts, Lord Ivcagh, and others. 
Boats of a sufficient size and build for Atlantic fishing were pro- 
cured, suitable buildings erected, a free grant of £6,0011 given by 
the present Government, and towards the close of the year I was 
able to certify that accommodation existed l'or 150 hoys, the 
number it at present contains. 

Education 43. These boys are taught to make and mend nets, to handle 
»nd Train- fish and manage boats. Their elementary education is also not 
los ’ neglected, and the result of a recent examination held by the 
Science and Art Department shows adequate instruction is given 
in the principles of navigation. The Rev. Mr. Green, one 
of the Inspectors of Irish fisheries, iu his recent inspection of 
the coast, had on board bis ship two Baltimore boys. Be 
met with very tempestuous weather, and the seamanship of his 
crew was thoroughly tested. He informs me that he was much 
struck by the conduct of these lads, and that one of them 
especially behaved in a manner which would have done credit to 
any sailor in Her Majesty’s navy. It is, however, to he regretted 
that more efficient steps are not taken to start such hoys Mdy 
in life after they leave the school. Mr. Green also tells me he 
found seven splendid lads recently discharged from Baltimore 
breaking stones in Arran. While on this subject, I cannot 
Special refrain from saying that special legislation for schools fixe 
legMation Baltimore seems necessary. Whatever may be said as to the 
advisability of discharging children from Industrial Schools 
at the age of sixteen, it seems clear for instance that no 
such obligation should exist in the case of this Piscatorial 
School. This will be evident if we bear in nfind that i 
is not possible to expose boys to the fatigue and hardship 
of n fishing expedition in the Atlantic before they reach t e 
age of fourteen years. Hence, if they are discharged at six- 
teen, they have only two years experience of the boats 
much too short a time for an average boy of that class to 
his calling. Moreover, I think some arrangements should 
made to prevent boys who have no connexion with the sea b ein s 
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committed to this Institution. As the law now stands, there is 
nothing to prevent any boy who is found begging, or wandering 
and without proper guardianship, from being sent there, no 
matter whether he is physically tit to bo a fisherman or not, or 
has any special aptitude for the calling. The conception of a 
Fishing School is a new departure in the industrial school 
system, and the institution may fairly claim exceptional con- 
sideration. On the other hand, it should be managed with 
exceptional care, if it is to fulfil the end for which it has 
been called into existence. The usefulness of such an estab- jj 6Ce „itj-of 
lishment must be measured by the success in life of the boys 
trained in it. But this must ho very problematical unless par- hoylSj? 
ticular care is taken to give them a fair start in the world. All in life, 
industrial schools efficiently managed pay special attention to 
this point. The managers of the Meath School for Protestant 
boys at Blackrock have an admirable system for the purpose. 

The Christian Brothers at Artane follow a similar method. In 
Roman Catholic schools, managed by other religious orders, there 
is usually one member of the community told off to supervise 
boys on licence preparatory to discharge, and to watch their 
progress for at least three years after they have been fully 
emancipated from controul. If this paramount duty is to be 
efficiently performed at Baltimore, the Committee of Management 
will have, I think, to consider whether, in view of the various 
important and pressing calls on the time of the Rev. Mr. Davis, 
he should not be provided with an increased staff. I have also 
to observe, with considerable regret, that three branches of 
industry; essential to a fisherman's calling are not taught at 
Baltimore. The boys receive no instruction in boat-building, 
carpentering, or cooperage. Considering, however, what has been 
achieved already, and the zeal of those who are responsible lor 
the school, I cannot but hope that in the near future they will 
see their way to remedy these grave deficiencies. 

“Nons Schools foe, Junior Boys.” 

44 There is another special class of schools to which I beg to 
call attention, namely, Nuns’ schools for junior boys. These are, 
generally speaking, admirable institutions. They are the mean3 
of rescuing boys from the temptation of the streets at a very 
early age and impressing upon their tender minds sound moral 
doctrines. Of these junior schools, Passage West, Cork, which is Pa!tnes 
under the care of Sisters of Mercy, especially deserves notice. I West 
heartily agree with what has been said in its praise by my prede- School, 
cessors. It would be difficult or impossible to point out anything 
defective in its management. The boys, when they have to leave 
it, are particularly well qualified to profit by any instruction 
they may receive, owing to the special attention paid to their 
physical as well as their moral training. 

45. Managers of senior schools have repeatedly told me they 
Were always glad to get Passage W est boys, for they found them 
remarkable for their truthfulness and cheerful open manner, the 
result, no doubt, of the teaching of the nuns and of the happy child- 
hood which they passed under the care of those excellent ladies, 
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GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 


Buildings. 

46. I am happy to say that tho buildings are, as a rule, in a very 
fair condition, and judging by the reports of former years there 
is a distinct improvement in their general character. A few of 
the Institutions arc, however, still without proper buildings, but 
in some of these alterations nro being made wliich will make then 
more suited for tho purposes of an Industrial School, 


Cori-oral Punishment. 

47. Although I have to complain that in tho majority of the 
schools the punishment book is vory inadequately kept, and 
frivolous and incredible excuses havo been offered for the delin- 
quencies of managers in this respect, still I have every reason to 
believe that very little punishment is required, and that corporal 
chastisement is rarely inflicted. It has, however, sometimes to be 
resorted to, and in this case tho person who sees the offence should 
not ho allowed to administer tho punishment. No hoy should be 
struck with the hand on any consideration. The cane, I also 
think, should not ho used ; its application is dangerous to such 
children as are in Industrial Schools, even when not applied on 
the hand. The wale frequently suppurating in subjects where 
the vital energies are below par may sometimes cause grave mis- 
chief, and injudicious corporal chastisement provokes sentimental 
people to call out against this mode of punishment altogether. 
The instrument that should bo used is a thick leather strap, which 
will.be found quite as unpleasant as the cane, and can do no 
possible harm. 


Health. 

De»a«. 46- The health of tho children has been most satisfactory. I 
have to report no death from either a contagious or infectious 
disease in a Reformatory School during tire course of 1S90. As 
regards Industrial Schools, there were only 82 deaths out of 
close upon 1 0,000 children detained in them during the year. 
Of these 82 deaths, 41 of them wore from lung disease; hat 
although the influenza was raging through the country, the per- 
centage of deaths from lung disease in these schools was lower 
than the previous year. The small number of fatal cases from 
contagious or infectious disease in Industrial Schools speaks well for 
the observation and care taken by the managers as regards new ad- 
missions and isolation. In this respect the convent of the Good 
Shepherd, Sunday’s Well, Cork, and the convent at Parsonstown, 
in the Knag's County, deserve exceptional notice and high praise. 
These nuns have a special building separated from the school. 
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into which every newcomer is sent, and the new child is kept 
there, specially well cared for and looked after, for three weeks 
before being allowed to join the other children, The excellent 
health of the children in all these schools shows also that the 
sanitary arrangements are generally satisfactory. In this respect Sanitnrj 
the Meath Industrial School at Blaekrock, Co. Dublin, is a model arni ”s e - 
insritution, but this will not ho wondered at considering the 
close care and attention given to its management, and the large 
portion of his valuable time placed at its disposal by Dr. Samuel 
Gordon. 


Rickets. 

49. This disease, perhaps the' most melancholy one that attacks 
the children of this country, is specially prevalent in Dublin. It 
consists of a weakness of the hone, and is due to the fact that 
the children of the poorer classes are not provided with dietary 
containing sufficient quantity of the salts of lime, which are 
absolutely necessary for the formation of hone in children. I 
wish to impress on managers that the highest authorities state 
the best treatment for weakness of the hone is to administer 
cod liver oil, and above all to give plenty of milk to those who 
suffer from it. 


Ophthalmia. 

50. I am sorry to say ophthalmia still continues a prevalent 
disease. It is exceptionally virnlent just now. Where it exists 
those who are afflicted with it should be at once separated from 
the other children. Managers should also hear in mind the 
caution given by my distinguished predecessor. Dr. Plunkett 
OTarrell, not to use atropine without, if possible, consulting a 
physician. I think it right moreover to call their attention to 
the weighty words of Mr. Swanzy on the reckless use of this very 
powerful alkaloid : — 

" Atropine,” he says, " while it is so useful in the treatment of 

inflammations of the iris &c., is of no benefit 

in many other diseases of the eye, and is positively harmful in 
' some of them. It is necessary to make this statement very ex- 
plicitly, for some, perhaps I should say many, medical men, who 
have not devoted attention to the subject of eye disease, habitually 

include atropine in every eyewater they prescribe 

It is to he feared that the reason for this random, prescribing of 
atropine is to he found in an ignorance of diagnosis, which leads 
practitioners to throw atropine, with a number of other drugs, into 
their eyewaters, in the hope that some of the ammunition will 
hit the mark wherever the latter may be.” *■

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Dietary. 

51. I am glad to state tliat, as a general rule, the dietary is 
fairly satisfactory. In the case of those children, however, a very 
generous diet is required to develop their muscular, as well as the 
cerebral and mental functions, and to promote the energy and 
vigour which can alone engender a feeling of self-reliance. It 
must not be forgotten that those children are for the most part 
taken from the street with their constitutions impaired, the 
circulation vitiated by bad food and exposure to hardship, and 
are predisposed to rickets, consumption, and scrofula in its 
various phases. The child of an Industrial School is adopted by 
the State, not because ho is destitute, but lest be should fall into 
the criminal classes. The State stands to him “in loco parentis!' 
and it is tire duty of managers to prepare him physically, as well 
as morally, to support himself independently on his discharge 
from school. Hence the greatest attention ought to be given 
to dietary. According to tiro universally accepted doctrine 
of scientists, milk contains all tbo necessary elements of food for 
a growing child in the best form. Tiro substances in milk are 
the nitrogenous matters, the fat and oil, sugar in the form of 
lactin, water and its salts. The lowest possible diet for a 
man at work should bo about 6 ozs. of pr-oteids to It ozs.^ of 
carbohydrates. This would be hardly sufficient for a growing child; 
but managers should always bear in mind that a perfect diet 
would be a proper mixture of nitrogenous matter and hydro- 
carbon, and, with that view, it may be useful to them if I print 
a percentage table, which I have caused to be made out, showing 
the component parts of some common articles of food.

This table shows what excellent food peas, lentils, beans, and 
oatmeal are. It will be observed also that white fish combine 
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with riee is most nourishing, a fact that Catholic managers 
especially -would do well to remember, and, further, how little 
nourishment there is in the potato, seeing that it contains per cent. 
74 parts of water and only 2 of proteid. I perceive, in the dietary- 
tables which have been furnished to me, that several managers 
use considerable quantities of sugar and syrup. They are right 
in doing so ; these substances are cheap, fat-forming, and valu- 
able in winter. 


Conclusion. 

In the early part of last year Mr. Devlin, who enjoyed the 
confidence of all my predecessors, was transferred from this 
office to the Local Government Board. His loss to the clerical 
staff has been much felt, but the experience and zeal, of Mr. 
Luscombe has been of great assistance to me in the administra- 
tion of this Department. I have also received valuable help 
from my predecessor, Dr. Geo. Plunkett O’Farrell, who at all 
times has been most ready to give me the benefit of his sound 
judgment and advice. I have to thank Mr. Colles Moore for the 
Appendices to this Report. 

I cannot conclude without congratulating the great majority 
of Managers on the intelligence and caution exhibited by them in 
making provision for the disposal of those committed to their 
keeping. The success or iailure of the whole Industrial School 
system turns largely on the diligence, prudence, and care with 
which this duty is discharged. If those detained in Industrial 
Schools, besides receiving a sound moral training and good 
technical instruction, get a fair start in life, then indeed there is 
reason to hope they may show themselves able to hear the burden 
of citizenship in a Free State.
